FAITH. 

Many people are relieved from the 
bonds of disease by faith in some pow 
er or remedy. The cures by faith 
are effected that way. The sub- 
sect concentrates his mind on the 
belief that the relic before which he 
:s to be taken will cure him. He 
‘aiks about being cured; he thinks 
about being cured; and perhaps he 
dreams about being cured. In this 
way his mind is made ready for the 
vreater effect to follow. His expec- 
tation has been wrought up to the 
hivhest pitch and when he arrives 
before the relic, the suggestion of 
cure comes into his mind and he 
shouts with glad surprise as he feels 
his sicknessdeparting. This sort of 
cure by faith depends upon the sug- 
vest ions of the patients’ friends and 
upon his own affirmations or auto- 
suggestions. 

People have been cured of sleep- 
lessness or insomnia by giving them 
bread pills; or something which they 
believed was a sleeping potion, but 
which. in reality, contained no 
drugs whatever. 


CLAIRVOYANCE. 

Clairvoyance means clear seeing. 
The clairvoyant sight is a natural 
gift which manifests spontaneously 
in some cases, and it is developed by 
patient practice in others. It is 
sometimes developed in mesmeric 
subjects. 

The clairvoyant, with closed eyes, 
can see things that are not visible to 
the physical eyes of others. He can 
note what is happening at a distance, 
predict future events, and receive 
communications from the so-called

“Ye shall be as Elohim” was the 
temptation of the Nakesh (serpent). 
They were in the garden of Eden 
before Adam was forme). There 
they had charge of “the tree of 
knowledge,” and judging from sub- 
sequent uses of the word, must have 
judicial functions. In Genesis 
vi. 54, “the sons of the Elohim” 
are condemned for having formed 
matrimonial alliances with “the 


' daughters of Adđanr.” 


In the garden of Éden we find 
another fade, the Cherubim. These 
Cherubini, had charge of “the tree 
of life” and exercised priestly func- 
-tions. They held the-hichest office 
am the church of paradise. It is 
supposed ‘that the Churubim are 
the highest order of angels. 

“The foer living creatures” (R. 
V.) are skwed by all biblical schol- 
ars to be the Cherubim, once in Eden 
but now in Paradise. In kcvelation 
tions iv. and v. they arc presented 
to us 23 „among those who sing the 

“new song” of the ransomed: 
“Thou hast redeemed us with thy 
blood out of every kindred. and ton- 


gue, and people and nation.” Here 
the Ch acknowledge they were 
redeemed ‘by Christ. They were. 


men, but distinct from Adam’s race 
for they ‘were in existence before 


. Adam’s creation, for 100,000 years 


for aught we know. 

In Genesis ii. 7, we read: ‘And 
the Lord God formed Adam of the 
dust of the ground.” The word 
translaten dust” is Aplur. It can 
not possibly mean comminuted par- 
ticles of earth, because Adam was 
not madeof such particles. It was 
this apher the serpent wis to eat of 
“all the days of his life.” But the 
serpent did not live on dust, and 
could not unless God specially 
wrought a miracle by an immediate 
transformation of his digestive or- 
gans. 

The primary meaning of apher 
is lead. This.is manifest trom Num- 
bers xxxi. 22, where the word trans- 
lated lead is aphereth. In all ages 
men have been designated from na- 
tural objects and the color of the 
skin. We speak of the copper-col- 
ored race. In the same way a va- 
riety or species of men were desig- 
nated the “leaden colored race. "Or 
as it is in the Hebrew, Apherites- 
And ta: Agherites, Adam belong. — 
Bfnantitedt Adam was an ev- 


Adam in our own image.’ 

Space fails me to refer to i other 
races to whom incidental references 
are made, such as the Kayethites, the 
Nakeshim, the Goyim. The Bible 
gives a history only of the particular 
line of Adamites. Hence allusions 
to all others are merely incidental 
and undesigned. But undesigned 
coincidences are most convincing.
